problem in the marketing, irre^gular earnings, financial 
constraint and loss/ margin of profit. Of the skilled-workers, 
a majority of them is found dissatisfied due mainly to 
eKploit-ation fay the middlemen, irregular earnings, lack of 
future prospects and the low wages. Of the self— empiloysd, a 
majority of them is found dissatisfied on account of 
financial constraint and low margin of p>rofit. It appears 
that- low demand in the market- and irregular earnings in case 
of artisans? eKploitation by the fniddlemen and irregular 
earnings in case of skilled— workers? and financial constraint 
for the self-employed have been the main c-asual factors for 
their dissatisfaction. 


II -2 Possibility for Ifliorovement of Economic 
Conditions of Minorities 


We have ali, asked certain questions from the head of 
the minority households as to whether or not there exists any 
possibility for improvement of their economic conditions. 
This is described in Table-4. A majority of the minority 
households is of the view that p<os5ibiiity for imc>rovement in 
their economic conditions does not eKist in rural, urban and 
in the district. For example, 54.60 per cent of minority 
households in rural, 59.77 per cent in urban and to 56.40 per 
cent of households in district feel that possibility for
